The news 
reached Klamath’ Falls last night through 
a Lake county newspaper, which arrived 
by stage, and which contained only meager 
particulars. of the: holocaust. 

A FRENZIED CROWD. 

PORTLAND. Or., Dec. 29.—A special to 
the Oregonian from Burns, Or., dated Do- 
cember 27, says: | 

“Word reached here today of a e 
calamity at Silver Lake, in Lake county, 
on Chri eve. The people for 
miles around had ere to celebrate. 
The Christmas tree was in a hall over a 
ptore, there being only one door leading 
thereto, and about 8 o'clock, when there 
were about two hundred persons present, 
a lamp exploded, and almost instantly che 
were room was in flames. 

“Then the survival of the strongest * 
seemed to take possession of the frenzied 
people.

The lamp which caused the disaster 
was an extra large Rochester, and held 
about two gallons of oil. West of the 
building was a small powder and oil- 
house, distant about thirty feet. A mes- 
gsenger, twenty minutes out from the scene 
of the disaster, on his way to Lake View, 
heard an.explosion, which was probably 
the powder and oilhouse near the hall. It, 
is thought that several were killed by the 
explosion. 

Those dead are mostly women and chil- 
dren, who were unable to help themselves. 
It is asserted by a man well acquainted 
in Silver Lake that several in attendance 
at the Christmas tree were under the in- 
fluence of liquor.

An Examina tion of the Shoe and 
Leather Bank’s Books Being 


Made in ‘the Jail—A

NEW YORK, “Dec. 129.—Ja&mes I. 
Bishop, counsel’ for the Shoe and Leather 
Bank, has for several days been visiting

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—At 9:45 o'clock 
tonight the Lexow Committee adjourned 
subject to the call of the chair, thus clos- 
log a session of investigation which was 
brimful of startling revelations. 


Just as he was through answering Goff’s 


probing questions, Superintendent Byrnes 
handed a letter to Chairman Lexow and 
said that it was a copy of one he had sent 
to Mayor-elect Strong early this month. It 
‘was his resignation from the force of 
which he has been a member for the past 
thirty-two years. The superintendent said 
on two occasions since he was appointed 
in Superintendent Murray’s place that he 
| ‘was on the point of resigning, owing to 
the continual conflict between the commis- 
sioners and himself. The superintendent, 
) he said, had absolute charge of the disci- 
pline of the department, but all his efforts 
in that direction were frustrated by the 
commissioners. 

The department was honeycombed with 
abuses which had been growing for thirty 
years and they could be remedied only by 
radical legislation. Local politicians, he 
claimed, were the curse of the department 
and so long as politics was a factor in 
the police, so long that state of things 
would exist. Although he had done his ut- 
most to procure substantial information as 
to corruption and bribery, he was unable 
to get it and the whole department was 
impregnated with the belief that protec- 
tion had to be bought and that merit was 
of no avail.

FLORIDA’S ORANGE CROP HALF 
DESTROYED. 


Fully Six Million Dollars Damage 
' Done—Ponds and Lakes in the 
South are Covered by 
the Ice. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

JACKSONVILLE Fa.) Dec. 29.—This 
flay will de a long-remmembered one, for 
thé blizzard swept down and sent the 
thermometer to freezing point. In this 
city, today, the thermometer registered 13 
deg. above. The local weather bureau re- 
ported the coldest day since 1835. Snow 
was reported west of here. 

The fruit region .between Jacksonville, 
Tampa and Titusville suffered severely 
from the storm, and almost a total loss of 
the orange and pineapple crop is reported. 
The loss on young trees and plants is 
very heavy. It is estimated there were 
2,250,000 bushels of oranges on the trees, 
half of the annual crop, which is practi- 
cally a total loss. 

FULLY $6,000,000 LOST.. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—A dispatch to the 
Inter Ocan from Jacksonville, Fla., says 
that the cold weather of last night has 
undoubtedly caused a loss of fully $6,000,- 
000 to the fruit and vegetable-growers of 
Florida. There were at least two million 
boxes of oranges on the trees last night, 
about two million four hundred thousand 
boxes having already been marketed. Es- 
timates by officials of the Florida Fruit 
Exchange place a total loss of 1,500,000 
and a partial loss of 500,000. This leaves 
600,000 uninjured, which ought now to 
bring from $5 to $7 per box. The win- 
ter crops of all kinds of vegetables are 
killed outright. 

Snow fell last night at Quincy, in Gads- 
den county, and at no point in the State 
except Key West, did tbe mercury keep 
above 26 deg. In many of the ponds ahd 
kes in Southern Florida the ice is one- 
and. at.

Steven Gladstone, son of the English 
statesman, and rector of Hawarden, with 
a beautifully chased, gilt chalice to be 
used in the church in memory of Glad- 
stone’s sympathy with, and assistance 
rendered the Armenians. After Herbert 
Gladstone had accepted the chalice the 
party proceeded to the vestry of the 
church where Gladstone spoke for about 
twenty minutes with t emotion. 

After the presentation, Gladstone, ad- 
Gressing the deputation, said, in sub- 
stance: “It is not indifference which has 
thus far led me to do nothing in re- 
gard to the affairs reported from Arme- 
wa. Rumors have gone abroad of horrible 
and indescribable outrages in Armenia, 
and the impulse of every man has deen 
to give hent to a burst of strong feeling. 
—— I am convinced in a grave case of 
his kind every nation is most appropri- 
ately represented by its government, and 
it is their duty not to assume that all 
allegations are true, but to wait for 
the result of the examination, and see 
one they are based upon ascertained 


“The intelligence which has reached me 
tends toward a conclusion, which, how- 
ver, I hope may not be verified, and that 
that the outrages, sins and abominations 
of 1876 in Bulgaria have been repeated in 
Armenia. It this is correct, it is due 
that one general shout of execration di- 
rected against such deeds of wickedness 
should rise from outraged humanity, and 
force itself to the ears of the Sultan 
and make him sensible, if anything will 
make him sensible, of the wickedness of 
ch a course; It the 
„ it will more than ever 
re the world that there is no lesson, 
weoever severe, that could teach cer- 
* people of the necessity of observing 
some degree the laws of decency, hu- 
Manity and justice. 

“If the allegations are true, it will 
stand as if written in letters of iron 
on the rocks of the world, that a govern- 
ment which could countenance and cover 
the perpetration of these outrages is a 
disgrace to „ whom the Turks 
profess to follow, a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion at large, and a curse to mankind. 
Thia is strong language, and ought to 
be used when the facts are known. How- 
ever, we should keep our ju in 
Suspense until the truth is known. But 
as evidence grows, and the case dark- 
ens, my hopes have dwindled, and as 
long as I have a voice, I hope it will be 
raised up on such occasions in behalf of 
humanity.’’ 

At the conclusion of Gladstone's re- 
marks, many of his bearers were in tears. 
After a peal of bells had been rung from 
the belfry, Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone drove

Two New Yorkers Killed—A Hot 
Time at Louisville. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.— Battalion Fire 
Chief John J. Breslieu and Fireman John 
L. Rooney of truck No. 12 were killed 
today by the falling of a floor during a 
fire, which gutted several stories in the 
gas and electric fixtures factory of Cas- 
sidy & Sons’ Manufacturing Company, No. 
124 West Twenty-fourth street. The fire 
did $60,000 worth of damage. Assistant 
Foreman William Hennessy of engine No. 
18 bad a leg broken and three other fire- 
men were slightly injured. 

When the fire was discovered, it had 
made considerable progress. The build- 
ing is six stories in height and extends 
from Twenty-fourth to Twenty-third. 
On the ground floor the building extends 
through without a break, but above that 
there is a well-hole, which leaves a space 
of twenty-five feet between the two-build- 
Ings directly in the center of the block. 
When the firemen responded the . flames 
were bursting through the th upper 
floors. All the fire was on the enty- 
fourth-street side. The flames must have 


started on the fifth floor, where the chan- 


delicr arms are made. There is a number 
of buffing machines on this floor, and it 
may have been a smoldering spark from 
one of these that caused the outbreak. 

Chief Brennan was on the fourth floor 
directing the movement of the men, when 
suddenly a heavy watertank on the roof 
came tumbling down, carrying with it the 
fifth floor. A mass of blazing debris fell 
on the firemen, pinning Bresnan and 
Rooney under the girders. The other men 
reached the stairs in safety, but the staira 
fell as they were hurrying down and the 
men fell in a heap on the third floor. As- 
sistant Foreman Hannessy's right leg was 
broken, and Fireman Arnan was injured. 
Their companions dragged them to a place 
of safety. Then a heroic effort was made 
to rescue Bresnan and Rooney. The 
flames were kept from attacking the bodies 
of the unfortunate men, but they could 
not be reached by their comrades.

A Memorial Complaining of the Im- 
portation of American Beef 
An Increased Duty on 
Sugar Wanted.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Signs multiply 
to show that the United States is on the 
verge of a great tariff war with all Bu- 
rope. France now- rs to be fol- 
lowing in the lead of Germany, in plac- 
ing restrictions and obstacles in the way 
of ‘importation of American food products, 
and, as in the case of Germany, this is 
a development of the agrarian policy, and 
is intended to help the French farmer, 
although ostensibly put forward as u 
measure in the interest of the pubiic 
health. 


In a report to the State Department from 
Roubaix, United States. Commercial Agent 
Angell mtorma the department af a 
movement on foot dy the agriculturists 
of the Department of the North to estab- 
lish a certain reform in reference to 
duties on agricultural products and other 
matters. The Minister of Agriculture has 
been memorialized upon the subject by a 
délegation. 

The memorial complains of the importa- 
tion of American beef, and prays that 
the quarantine laws upon animals may be 
rigidly enforced; that in cases where the 
sanitary officials detect a contagious dis- 
ease in cattle, such cattle may de re- 
fused entry, or at least shall be sub- 
jected to a quarantine inspection in the 
especial lazarettos established at the va- 
rious ports of entry. They insist upon the 
danger caused by the establishment of 
slaughter-houses in maritime ports, which, 
they say, have the effect of lowering still 
urther the prices of meats, on account 
of the competition they created. 

They pray for an increase of f.7 in 
the duty on sugars imported from other 
than Zuropean countries, and 
bounty on French colonial sugars. Some 
of the advance figures relative to the ex- 
tent of the imports into the United States 
coming into Spanish bottoms, have. been 
already furnished to the Department of 
State, and they show that the department 
has unexpectedly powerful weapons in a 
retaliatory war, if it comes to the point. 
Since September 1 the value of such goods 
entered at the Atlantic ports was a little 
over $4,500,000, or at the rate of $18,000,- 
000 per annum, a commerce too cofisidera- 
ble to be sacrificed by Spain without great 
provocation.

They will then 
commence an appraisement, which. will be 
eagerly watched by those who have at- 
tempted to follow Fair's movements in 


7 finance. There is not the slightest question 


— 


that Fair considered himself one ot the 
richest men in the world. He swore upon 
the witness stand jess than two years ago 
that he was worth between $30,000,000 and 
$35,000,000. Shortly before hia death, he said 
that he would leave ‘his children $10,000,- 


000 and he was ‘too serious a. man to jest 


or boast. .. 2 

Still local capitalists maintain that 
Fair's property must be valued in the 
light. of its availability on the market. 
From chat point of view they assert that 
Fair was not worth more than $10,000,000. 
Others insist his estates will be appraised 
for something more than $14,000,000 and 
something less than $15,000,000. Local 
financiers reach this tonclusion logically. 
They take into consideration all the va- 
ried elements of the millionaire’s wealth 
and place upon each the value which they 
claim will be demonstrated just. Whey 
are. Willing to acknowledge Fair’s vatua- 
tion of his own property was right from 
his point of view, but property which 
cost $1000 may not bring $100. 

Those who have a close knowledge of 
Fair’s. real estate transactions declare 
that he had between $7,500,000 and 310, 
000,000 in improved real estate. Some of 
this is in the interior of the State. He 
owned five.or six ranches, but they are 

paratively of small value. He had 

me property interests in the Eastern 

States, pat they also are of little amount. 

Most of his realty is in this city. ’ 
THE WILL. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—The will of 
James G. Fair, the noted “‘bonanza”’ mil- 
lionaire and ex-United States Senator from 
Nevada, whose death occurred here late 
last night, was filed in the Superior Court 
this morning. The will disposes of an es- 
tate, the value of which which is estimated 
at $40,000,000. Under the provisions of the 
millionaire’s will the greater portion of the 
estate falls to persons now living outside 
of California. The biggest slices will go 
to the two daughters living in New York 
and other relatives residing in Iowa. 

Though Senator Fair was popularly sup- 
‘posed to have more ready money than 
‘any other San Francisco man, he made 
very few specific bequests of money. The 
only gifts of a public nature are three, 
aggregating $125,000, to the orphan asy- 
lume ot Nan this amount 
$50,000 ‘is entrustéd to archbishop of 
San Francisco to be apportioned among 
the Roman Catholic orphan asylums. A 
similar amount is intrusted to the execu- 
tors of the estate to be divided among the 
several Protestant orphan asylums of the 
city, and $25,000 is left for distribution by 
the executors among the Hebrew orphan 
asylums. 

To James G. Angus and Louis G. Breece, 
trusted employees, who are among those 
named as executors cf the estate, $10,000 
each is bequeathed. Charles G. Stewart, an 
employee, is willed $3000 and $2000 is left 
to Herbert Clarke, also an employee. 
There are no other bequests save those 
to near relatives of the deceased ‘Bo- 
nanza King.“ 

The Iowa relatives come in for a - 
erous shore. To Fair's sister, Mary i. 
derson, and her husband and children, who 
live at Ida Grove, Iowa, $250,000 is be- 
queathed to be divided equally among 
them. To the family of William Fair, 
brother of the deceased, also residents of 
Ida Grove, Iowa, $50,000 is bequeathed. To 
the family of Edward Fair, another 
brother, residing in Ida Grove, is willed 
$20,000. To Mary Jane Lundy, daughter 
of the testator’s deceased brother, Thomas 
Fair, and her children, who reside at

Angus and Louis C. Breese, all 
ef this cify, and Thomas G. Crothers, a 
nephew residing at San Jose, It is provided 
that in addition to the commissioners which 
the law allows them as executors they shall 
continue to draw the salaries which Fair 
has heretofore paid them. As trustees 
without Bonds, they are directed to hold 
in trust and manage the estate, buying 
or selling. and making improvement as 
they may deem fit, during the lives of 
Fairs daughters, Mrs. Theresa Oelrichs 
of New York and Miss Virginia Fair, alse 
living in New York, and his son, Charles 
L. Fair of this city. ned, 

It is directed that the net monthly lu- 
come of the estate shall..be-equally di- 
vided among these three during their 
lives. Not until the death of’ the three 
children is the estate to be finally divided. 
The bequest to the son, Charles L. Fair, 
ends with his death and his share of the 
income shall revert to his sisters, or their 
children pending the final distribution. 
Inecase either sister dies, her income 
shall revert to her children of the other 
daughter, and in case neither daughter 


leaves a direct heir io the descendants of |. 


the brothers and sisters of the deceased. 


Upon the final distribution of the estate, |. 


subsequent to the death of the three chil- 
Aren, It is willed that one-quarter of the 
estate shall be transferred to the children 
or descendants of each of the two daugh- 
ters and the remaining one-half to the 
brothers and sisters of the deceased or 
their descendants. In case either daugh- 
ter leave no issue the one-quarter inter- 
est thus willed shall fall to the heirs of 
the other daughter, and in case neither 
daughter leave issue, to the brothers and 
sisters’ children before mentioned. ' 
In effect the will cuts off the widow 
and possible children of the son, Charles 
L. Fair, from any portion of the estate be- 
yond the one-third part of the net in- 
come which be will receive during his 
lifetime. In fact, the testator particularly 


mentions that he intentionally omits to“ 


make any further provision for Charles L. 
Fair or any possible children of his. 
About a year ago “Charlie” Fair married 
a notorious woman of n Francisco and 
became estranged from his father. It was 
only a short time ago that a partial recon- 
ciliation was effected. Young Fair is in 


very poor health, suffering from bright’s 


‘ 


disease, and his physicians do not believe 
that he can live long. 

In view of the scandalous will contests 
that have arisen in California upon the 
death of so many of the millionaire pion- 
eers, one clause of ex-Senator Fair's will 
is particularly interesting. He writes: “I 
do solemniy declare. that I am net mar- 
ried; that I have no children other 


than a son, Charles L. Fair, and my 
„ Theresa A. and Virginia. I 
have noted the facility with which sworn 
| testimony may be procured and produced 
in support of the claims of alleged widows 
and adovted children, and the frequent re- 
currence of such ocfreumstances in recent 
ears. I therefore express provision in 
this, my will, as follows: ' 

“T give and bequeath to such person as 
shall be found, proved and established to 
be my surviving wife or widow, whether 
the marriage be found to have taken place 
before or after the execution of this will, 
the sum of $50, and to each and every 

n who shall be found, proved and es- 
tablished to be my chid by birth, adoption, 
acknowledgement or otherwise, and 
whether before or after the execution of 
this will, the sum of $50, and to each per- 
son who shall be proved, found and estab- 
Ushed to be the child by birth, adoption or 
acknowleldgement or otherwise of my de- 
ceased son, James G. Fair, Jr., whether be- 
fore or after the execution of this will, 
the sum of $50, and I declare that I do in- 
tentionally omit to make any of the per- 
sons in this paragraph referred to, any 
other or further provision.” 

In conclusion i, is provided that if any 
of the beneficiaries named in, the will shail 
at any time commence any proceedings to 
contest dhe will they or he shall receive 

The death of the.ex-Senator was a sur- 
prise to the community, the seriousness 
of his illness having been kept secret. 
He passed away in his apartments in the 
Licke House, the hotel being part of his 
vast possessions. Fair had been in bed 
since Monday. For several hours before 
the end was unconscious. The doctors 
say that death was due to diabetes and 
Bright's disease. 

When u was obvious that lite could 
not last long, frequent bulletins were 
sent to Mrs. Hermann O4irichs and Miss 
Virginia Fair, the daughters who are in 
New York, by Charles Fair. This son 
was the only relative of the ex-Senator 
present when he died. 0 

James Fair was fashioned in a 
strong mold, and was a vigorous, large 
man.

“Four days ago,“ said Dr. Levingston, 
his family physician, “he became unable 
to leave his room. He bad been failing 
for a comsiderable time, and for months 
he was fully aware of his condition, appre- 
ciating the ravages of the disease. Yester- 
day he seemed improving, and hopes were 
‘entertained for his recovery. About noon 
he had a relapse, and sank steadily until

Dr. Levingston, who was Fair's nearest 
friend, as well as his physician, says that 
the ex-Senator left no special message for 
any of his family or other persons. Before 
the fatal attack came on him he made 
a will in which he revoked’ action 
which he had taken to disinherit his son 
Charles.

The merchandise imports into San Fran- 
cisco during the past year amounted to 
over $38,000,000, and the exports to over 
$26,000,000.

Gold and Silver at a Sixteen-to-one 
Ratio and Currency Would Suit 
Them—An Educational 
Campaign.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 29.—The National Com- 
mittee of the People’s Party has issued an ad- 
dress to its constituency throughout the 
United Sta which, in substance, is as fol- 
lows: 4 
“The contention of the party that one of the 
great needs of, mis country has been and is 
an enlarged volume of circulating medium, 
is now practically conceded by all parties and 
by the government. The gold power and 
bunking interests are insisting through the 
President and his Secretary that the enlarged 
issue of our money supply shall be given 
exclusively into the hands of the banks; that 
. silver shall be excluded, all treasury notes 
retired, and that gold alone shall be a legal 
tender. 4 

Within the present year the corporations, 
grown arrogant because of the vast posses- 


stitutional powers, have made war upon the 
people and induced’ the Federal courts to ex- 
ercise in their interest unusual and arbitrary 
powers, induced the invasion of the States by 
Federal troops without the requests of either 
executive of such States or 
therof, and are at this time, through a ree- 
reant administration and a truculent Con- 
gress, attempting to clothe railroad corpora- 
tions, by means of a pooling bill, with power 
to further and more systematically rob and 
plunder the people. 

In the opinion of your committee these 
events are startling, subversive of the liber- 
ties of the citizen and destructive of business 
and social security; and your commijtee in- 
sists upon the restofation of the coinage of 
gold and silver as it existed prior to 1873, at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, without regard to the 
action of any other nation, and that all paper 
money shall be issued by the general govern- 
ment, the same to be a full legal tender. We 
also declare our implacable hostility to the 
further issuance of interest-bearing bonds.

We recommend the immediate re- 
organization of an educational campaign by 
the national, State and local committees.”’

Father T. Conway, who was recently 
pastor of the Roman Catholic Church in 
Dickson City, Pa., has become an actor.

The American Bible Society has ob- 
tained at the sale of the Livermore Bibli- 
cal Library, in Boston, a number of 
rare old Bibles, including a copy of Cran- 
mer’s Bible, printed in London in 1562, 
and a copy of Wycliffe’s translation of the 
New Testament, printed in 1731. It is 
one of a limited edition of 160 volumes. 

Evangelist Moody is doing a great work 
at Lowell, Mass. He has been obliged to 
close the door of his tabernacle against 
all Christians, in order to permit the 
crowds of sinners that come ‘to hear him 
preach. Mr. Moody takes the very novel 
view for these days that his mission is 
not to call the righteous, but sinners to 
repentance.

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 29.—(Spectal Com 
respondence.) The action of the City Tram 
tees in refusing to repeal the Sunday-closing

A GOOD WORK. 


The California Children’s Home So- 
ciety— What it is Doing. 

This society has its headquarters tem- 
porarily located at No. 755 Maple avenue. 
The work af the society is to find home- 
less, dependent children, and place them 
in well-to-do families, where they are to 
be adopted, trained and educated, protect- 
ing the children and the society against 
their greatest enemies, ignorance and 
vice. The society has developed the fact 
that there is a good home in families 
for every homeless child. The officers are 
not only on the lookout for the children 
needing attention, but in city, town and 
country they are constantly’ meeting heads 
of families in whose homes there are no 
children, many of who desire to adopt one 
or more children. 

This work is carried on through a sys- 
tem of State and local advisory boards. 
In this cky there is a local board of sixty 
members, and in nearly every city and 
town of Southern California, like boards 
have been cman and others will he 
as soon as ible, 

The 14 of the State and local 
board not only serve without pay, but 
most of them are regular contributors to- 
ward the support of the work. Only those 
employed * the State board receive any 
pay, and to those no guarantee is given 
of anything but for actual expenses while 
working for the society, and not even 
are these expenses guaranteed until after 
all other expenses in caring for the chil- 
dren, printing, etc., are paid. Few chari- 
table organizations accomplish as much, 
with so little outlay of money. . Already in 
Southern California over 150 children have 
been provided with good homes.

where children may be held and cared 
for for a few days until the question is 
fully decided as to where the children may 
be wisely placed. Often children when 
found are sick and need nursing and spe- 
cial attention before being taken to pri- 
vate families for adoption.

Disturbed Over the 
Cutting of Prices. 


FOMON A. Dee. 28.—(Special Correspond- 
Secretary . E. Collins of the 
San Antonio Fruit Exchange, in address- 
ing the growers through the columns of 
the Progress upon the present status of 
affairs staring the organization in the face, 
has the following stern facts to relate: 

“The outside shippers of oranges have 
resumed business at the old stand, and al- 
ready commenced cutting of ces. Ad- 
vices have been received by the exchanges 
from their representatives that Redlands 
navels have been quoted in those mar- 
kets at $2.10; Highlands, $1.90, and Azusa, 
$1.60 f.0.b. point of shipment. This is un- 
necessary and discouraging. We are in- 
formed that the exchanges have been able 
to sell every orange, which they deemed 
fit for shipment, at $2.50 f.0.b., because it 
is fulfilling the arguments which have 
been advanced from time to time in favor 
of the organization, and will explain to a 
large extent the low prices which may be 
realized should they be disappointing to 
the growers generally. 

We had hoped that these tactics would 
not be resumed this season in view of the 
effect they produced last 
year. But if they are continued, unques- 
Uonably the exchanges will have to re- 
duce their prices (which, in fact, * 
have already bad to do,) from time to 
time in order to meet these cuts. And if 
no other way opens itself, they will have 
to use a portion of their crop to meet that 
which remains outside of the exchange 
and destroy the favorable opportunity of 
marketing it. Or, in other words, if the 
outside shippers are not satisfied to bene- 
fit by the g prices and example set by 
the exchanges, the growers, whose fruit 
these shippers handle, must understand 
that they are responsible for the results. 

„The crop this season is unusually fine 
and should net better prices than that of 
last year. Altogether the present outlook 
of the market is not favorable; but if in 
addition to the financial stringency we 
have to compete with the fruit of our 
neighbors, which is used to cut prices, as 
satisfactory net results need not be ex- 


pected. 

“The growers are concerned most deeply 
in these methods, and we trust that the 
members of the exchanges in the various 
— ＋ will fully investigate these re- 

nd if substantiated will make it as 
— rtable as possible for the of- 
fenders.”’

"NEW YEAR'S DAY IN CHINA. 


How the Celestials Celebrate it— They Pay Their Debts and Paint 
the Empire Red How the Emperor Recelves— China's 


. immense Coal Fields—Japs in china. 


(From Our Own Corresporident. 


The Chinese will celebrate New Tear 
day this year with quite as much enthu- 
siasm as they ever have in the past, not- 
withstanding their terrible punishment 
by the Japanese troops. The majority of 
the Chinese people, in fact, hardly know 
that a war has been going on, and noth- 
ing could make them give up their New 
Year celebration. It occurs later than 
ours, and comes on the edge of the spring. 
It is, however, the great festival Of the 
year, and it is a sort of Fouth of July, 
Christmas, birthday and Sunday mixed 
up together. [It is the birthday of the 
whole Chinese people. Every man, wo- 
man and child in the empire is a year 
older on New Year day, and all trot about 
and wish each other “many happy re- 
turns.“ It is the only Sunday that the 
, Chinese have through the year. The work- 
ing people labor from ten to twelve hours 
every day,“and they put in thirty solid 
days every month. At New Year all 
lay off for a rest, and for about two weeks 
they do nothing but call, eat and amuse 
themselves. For ten days before the New 
Year the country goes wild in preparation. 
The stores all have low prices and new 
goods, and the bargain counters are 
tchronged quite as much as they are in 
America. Every one buys presents, and 


than we 46 on the 4th of July. The night 
before every one is firing off 
packs of crackers, and there are all sorts 
of fireworks, including birds and fishes, 
and scenes of all kinds in fire. The fire- 
crackers are used to scare off the evil 
spirits, and hardly any one goes to bed 
the last night in the old year. The Chi- 
nese say that the man who sits up the 
last night of the old year and segs the 
first sunrise of the new year for ten years 
in succession will certainly have a long 
life, and there are all sorts of New Year's 
superstitions. 


HOW THE BOYS TAKE IT. . 
The children of China all expect to get 
something on New Year, and they gener- 
ally receive presents of money in the shape 
of copper cash, wrapped in red paper. On 


the last night of the year they run through | 


the streets, shouting out good resolutions 


tor the next. One says: “I want to sell“ 


my laziness,” and another says, “I am 
ready to sell my folly, in order that I may 
be wiser next year.“ They go out with 
their fathers to make New Year calls, and, 
where families can afford it, they give 
their children new clothes in honor of the 
occasion. They carry lanterns through the 
streets, and they have balloon-like fishes 
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an who can get a new suit of clothes for 
the octasion. Those. who can’t buy, borrow 
or rent, and the Chinese on New Year 
Adress in satins, furs and silks. It is about 
the only day in the year when the whole 
* Chinese people are comparatively clean. 

Every person is supposed to take a bath 
the day before, and this for the majority 
of the people is the only time they get 
bathed during the year. Na 

A NATIONAL PAY DAY. 

New Year's is the national pay day. All 
‘accounts must be squared up at that time, 
and the man who can’t raise enough to 
pay his debts has to go into bankruptcy. 


The laws are such that the creditor can 
enter the debtor’s house and take what 
Fhe pleases if there is no settlement, and 
families club together and make all sorts 


of compromises to keep up the bus ness 
reputation of the clan. I was in China 
just after New Year this year, and I found 
lots of bankrupts. It is a great day for 


the pawnbrokers, and their shops are 
crowded with people who want to pay 
their debts and redeem their best clothes 


In order to get them out of pawn before 
New Year. There are crowds who want 
to pawn other things, in order to get 
money to pay their debts, and the Chinese 
probably ‘patronize the pawnshops at this 
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_ Trying to keep warm. 
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time of the year more than any other peo- 
ple in the world. Pawnbrokers receive 
very high rates of interest, and they are 
protected by the government. Speaking of 
bankrupts, they are not permitted to be- 
gin business again until some settlement 
is made, and whén I wanted to buy some 
pictures in Shanghai I was told that the 
artist Who kept them was a bankrupt, and 
that he could not open until he got more 
money. 
AN EMPIRE PAINTED RED. 

The Chinese, paint their whole country 
red; figuratively speaking, on New Year, 
in more senses of the word than one. Red 
_. is the color with them which donates good 

luck and prosperity, and all the New Year 
_@ards and invitations are on paper af 

this color. Wevery child gets its New 
Year's presents.wrapped in red paper, and 
red inscriptions are pasted over the doors 
of the houses. These inscriptions bear 
characters, praying for good fortune, 
wealth and happiness, and they are posted 
on each side of the outer doors of the 
houses. New pictures of Chinese gen- 
erals are put on the front doors, and the 
houses are scoured and made clean: 

Among other things, eggs are dyed red, 

and aye offered to the gods, and dinner par 
tles are gotten up in bright vermillion. 
The red used is that which you find 

around our firecrackers, and the Chinese 
abend more in firecrackers on New Year's 


of paper which are tied to sticks over 
their houses in honor of the occasion. All 
men who have had children during the 
year buy lanterns and hang them up in 
sign of rejoicing over their good luck. 
There are games of all sorts, and many of 
the boys come out with new kites. There 
is dancing in the streets, and there are 
jugglers and dime-museum shows and al 
sorts of theatrical entertainments. The 
people have festivals and there are family 
reunions. The rivers are covered with 
oiled paper, which is set on fire, and the 
harbors become flaming masses. Every- 
where there are shrines, with burning joss 
sticks before them, and the people fairly 
CHINESE NEW YEAR CALLS. 
All people receive visitors on New Year 
day, and the relatives who call are taken 
into the ancestral hall, and <hey worship 
the ancestors of the family. After this the 
young people go in and pay hemage to 
their parents and elder brothers, and then 
go to their schoolmasters and teachers. 
The Emperor has a New Year reception in 
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will be received this year, although they 
have not been in the past. The Emperor 
sits on the dragon throne, and the princes 
and all the officers go in and get down on 
their knees and bump their heads on the 
ground before him. .The day after New 
Lea the officials all zo to the temples to 
worship, and for about ten days afterward 
there are all sorts of New Year ceremon- 
ies. The second day is called ladies’ day, 
and if the weather is good the women go 
out into the country to picnics, their faces 
are painted in honor of the occasion, and 
their little feet are in costly shoes. They 
wear a great many clothes, and it is 
wadded cotton and not coal and wood that 
keeps China warm. 


WINTER IN CHINA, 

The winter is now at its worst in the 
Chinese empire, and the whole northern 
country is frozen up solid. This means 
a great deal more there than it does here. 
The rivers, which form the only means 
of travel outside of dirt roads are frozen 
up, and Peking, the capital, is shut off 
from the rest of the world for four months 
of the year. It is reached by the wind- 
ing Peiho River, which flows into the 
Yellow Sea near the Taku forts. Tien- 
Tsin is fifty miles inland, and this is a 
city of a million people. Peking is about 
eighty miles north of it, and the only con- 
veyances are rude Chinese carts. Letters 
which go to Peking in the winter haye to 
travel overland several hundred miles 
after they reach China, and they first go 
to Shanghai, and are carried by pony ex- 
press. 


m A NATION IN SHEEPSKIN. 
Nearly all the northern Chinese dress 
in sheepskin during the winter, and coats 
of this kind, and jackets and pantaloons 
of quilted cotton make up thejr clothes. 
The colder it gets the more garments 
they put on, and a girl, who, in the win- 
ter, looks like the fat woman of the cir- 
cus, may slowly fade into the ethereal 
type of the living skeleton, as she sheds 
jacket after jacket, when the warm 
weather approaches. Clothes of this kind 
cannot be washed, and those of the poorer 
clases aro dirty in the extreme. The 
richer people wear magnificent garments 
of wadded silk, lined with fur, and I saw 
one man's wardrobe, which contained at 
least $1000 worth of costly fur garments. 
The furs used are of all kinds, and you 
can gét magnificent cloaks of Thibetan 
goat, such as our ladies use for opera 
cloaks for abdut $10 in gold. They have 
fine ;sables, but they are costly, and a 
number of Hung Chang's nobles bad 
silk gowns lined with mink. The fur 


markets of China are as fine as, any in 
the world, There are long streets in 


Peking; and it may be that the forelgners 


Tien-Tsin which are filled with fur stores, 
and‘there is a ‘auare in Peking Which is 
devoted to a fur market. Every morning 
about 4 o'clock you may find there several 
hundred Wholesale fur dealers, with their 
goods ‘spread out on the ground, and you 
can buy all sorts of skins, from the cheap- 
est of squirrels to the finest of seals. 
There are lots of second-hand fur stores, 
and old furs are bought and cleaned and 
resold. 
FUBL. 

The Ohinéws do not use fire to keep 
warm, andvit is only in the rarest of in- 
stances that you will find well-heated 
houses. Fuel is remarkably scarce, and 
everything is carefully saved. I saw hun- 
dreds of women pulling up stubble and

I was surprised at the way the richer 
Chinese suffer from the cold. I almost 
froze during my talk with Li Hung Chang, 
and he wore a fur gown during my in- 
terview. In some of the Chinese homes 
which I visited there were ‘little bowls 
of charcoal in the best rooms, but there 
were no signs of open fires anywhere,

and the Chinese know -nothing of the 
joys of the fireside... Their buildings have 
many draughts, and the windows and 
doors seldom fit well. When they get out 


_of order, they are allowed tq. remain so, 


and nearly all of. the old houses are 
shabby and dilapidated. I took a trip 
over the great plain from Pking to the 
mountains of Mongolia on the edge of 
the winter. and I nearly free to death 
in the hotels. Durins this time I passed 
many of the Mongols riding on the great 
woolly camels which are common to north 
China, and which you find, I think, no- 


where else in the world. These camels 


have wool about a foot long, and it hangs 
down in great fringes from their necks 
and their bellies. They have two humps, 
and they are usually of a tan color. The 
Mongols upon them were all dressed in 
furs, and both men and women wore

A great deal of sympathy is being wasted 
on the Japanese soldiers who are now in 
China. Many suppose that they have come 
from a warm country, and that they can- 
not stand.the rigors of a Chinese winter. 
There was never @ greater mistake. Japan 
is a land of many climates. 
correctly, the country is about thirteen 
hundred miles long from one end of it to 
the other, and the north is very cold in 
the winter. You find snow all over cen- 
tral and northern Japan, and Tokyo has 
severe snowstorms. The climate of Japan 
is moist, and a damp cold is much more 
trying than the dry cold such as you 
find in. China and Korea. 
are used to cold weather, and the ‘daily 
-baths which they take prevent them from 
tak . They are well hard- 
ened, and I have seen men in Japan trot- 
ting about in their bare feet in the snow. 
‘They have made good provision against the 
climate, and it they carried out the policy 
which the army had when. it entered Ko- 
rea, they probably have their fuel with 
them. During the first part of the Korean 
invasion they carried shiploads of wood 
from Japan for cooking’ their rice. 
wood was done up in bundles just large 
enough for a coolie to carry, and they 
brought a lot of coolies along to transport 
Korea in winter is much like 
some of our Northern States, save that its 
cold is dry, and the sky is usually clear. 
The houses are heated by flues which tun 
under the floor, and the people of the Ko- 
rean capital are, on the average, much 
more comfortable than ‘those of any Chi- 
hese city.

„It is almost like going home to me, 
this moving to New York,” he said when 
I asked him how his personal convenience 
was affected by the order of the transfer, 
“for I have many friends at the mouth of 
the Hudson.

I was then. thrown in 
close contact with New Yorkers early. in 
the war, and during my subsequent serv- 
ice in the great struggle there were more 
New Yorkers about me than men of my 
own native State, Massachusetts. It has 
been very pleasant for us all in Chicago 
and we shall leave many extremely pleas- 
ant friends and acquaintances ‘in removing 
from here, but we shall not be entering a 
strange commun in going to New York.” 
UNCLE SAM’S ARMY AND THE EAST- 

ERN WAR. 

There are many things upon which such 
a man may talk with profit and pleasure 
to his hearers. On some of. these he 
talked with me, and what he said is g ven 
below as near as the living words can be 
transferred to the colder medium of type 
and paper. 

WHAT THE SIZE OF THE ARMY 
SHOULD BE. 

The question of how large an army the 
United States needs, and should support, 
is a most important one, and one concern- 
ing which Gen. Miles has pronounced 
views. In reply to my queries on that 
point he said: 

“The Untted States should have just as 
large an army as the intelligence and pa- 
triotism of the people will prompt them 
to support. If the citizens of this re- 
public desire their military arm to be 
commensurate with their own wealth and 
prosperity, and the necessities of one of 
the greatest nAtions of the earth, they 
will act accordingly. As to the number 
of men that should be enrolled in such 
an army, I am not prepared to give an 
opinion here and now. This question 
should be determined on a percentage ba- 
sis, and, in order to properly determine 
it, the statistics of the country's popula- 
tion and growth should be carefully stud- 
ied and compared. These I have not by 
me at present. 

“But while the people of the United 
States should not be called upon to sup- 
port any such large body of armed men 
as are some of the European States, yet 
on the otber hand, enough attention should 
be given to military matters to prevent 
the men of America from losing all knowl- 
edge of the art and practice of war, such 
as should be possessed by the sons of a 
patriotic nation. The most modern ap- 
pliances, the best artillery, the most cf- 
fective small arms and powder, and the 
scientific use of all these things, should 
be developed here as systematically as in 
any country under the sun. If this is 
done, and if, in addiiion, we take proper 
heed to our navy, if our ships are of 
the best and latest pattern, their arma- 
ment of the most effective sort, and our 
coast defenses well devised and well kept 
up, we shall be able to cope with any and 


every foe; either from within or with- 


out. 

„These things should be attended to 
now. The @ften-quoted words of Wash- 
ington, ‘In time of peace prepare for 
war,’ are words of golden wisdom, words 
that should be taken to heart by the 


cannot be otherwise than such as has ob- 
tained in this case. ; 

„Think of it, China’ the great Celestial 
Empire, with a population of 400,000,000, 
is being thoroughly subjugated by little 
Japan, with only a fraction. of the re- 
Sources of her great adversary. Moreover, 
the Japanese have been subjected to the 
terrible disadvantage. of having to do 
their fighting on foreign soil, where their 
arms and ammunition have to be trans- 
ported from a distant home base. 

“And yet by reason of her superior 
discipline, her greater progress, and the 
patriotism of her people, Japan has China 
at her feet. Surely this war, with its 
results, carries the lesson that, in order 
to win, the latest improvements in every 
direction must be adopted. And more, 
it teaches that brains and training count. 
Why, an incredibly small army of Euro- 
peans and Americans, properly armed, 
equipped and trained, could penetrate ev- 
ery part of the Chinese empire despite 
the most determined opposition on the 
part of the Mongolians. 

THE ARMY HAS NOW GOOD ARMS AND 
GOOD SOLDIERS. 

How is the United States army equipped 
at this time with respect to modern arms 
and ammunition? Are its rifles up to 
date? Is it supplied with smokeless pow- 
der, as are the armies of other nations? 

Well,“ said, the general, the soldiers 
ok this country are being equipped as fast 
as Congress makes appropriations for that 
purpose, but that is not very rapidly. The

rifle now being supplied is the Krag-Jor- 
genseh, a very good arm. The bullet,” 
here he took from a box a piece of metal 
about as large around as a lead-pencil, and 
perhaps an inch and a half long, is, as 
you will see from this, somewhat smaller 
than the old minie ball, but it will go 
through nineteen inches of oak, when pro- 
pelled from this gun by the regulation 
charge of powder. It would pierce several 
men.“ 

Dou you think the militia of the States 
a good source from which to draw recruits 
for the general army?“ 

No,“ was the reply. The militia is a 
very good thing in its way, but, except 
that it is on a larger scale, it is similar 
to the police force of our cities, and the 
sheriff's forces of deputy sheriffs and con- 
stables of our counties. These men keep 
the peace and serve the interests of the 
country neighborhoods and cities, But few 
of them become soldiers in the United 
States army. In the same way the militia 
keeps the peace and serve the interests 
of the separate States, but they are not 
expected to do the fighting of the whole 
United States. Most members of the mil- 
itia have local interests of a business na- 
ture, many are, married men and are 
bound to their homes by family ties. 
When they enter the militia they do not 
expect protracted or distant service. 

“The soldier of the United States must 
be a different man from the militiaman. 
He must take the oath to support the gov- 


ernment of the United States. Where 
the Stars and Stripes are, there im ¢t 
American soldier's home. Wherever 
is sent in its service, there he will gladiy” 
go. For it he is, and should be wilting @& 
lay down his life whenever it is ee 
“Of the United States army, as at pred 
ent constituted, I will say that its personne 
is excellent. The men ate of unusually

The general smiled and hesitated. 

J hardly like to speak of my persons 
experiences or emotions, was the reply, 
„but since you ask it, I may say that my 
most thrilling experiences have always 
come at times of depression over defeats 
and of elation over successes. At Chaneeis 
lorsville I was depressed. When we entered 
Richmond and Petersburg, and I realized 


the greatness of the success that had % 


tended our efforts I was elated. All these 
occasions were. thrilling to me. Perhaps 
I was most affected after Appomattox, 
Then, in common with all the others Whe 
had been fighting fo® the Union, I realized 
that there was no longer an opposing army; 
that there was no more work for tie 
Union soldiers to do. That we had e 
united country. I cannot describe to you 
my feelings at that time. 

“My narrowest escape? It was at the 
time of the capaure of the Indian chief, 
Lame Deer. It was almost in the midst ~ 
of a charge. I rode up to where he Was 
standing and we shook hands. Suddenly 
he drew back his hand and, seizing Bis 
rifle, stepped back a little, leveled i @i- 
rectly at my head and fired. Owing to 
his excitement, doubtless, he missed and 
I was unhurt. But a brave solder Boy 
a little to one side and back of me, Was. 
instantly killed. I do not think that tie 


Indian chief premeditated this act. He 


doubtless thought that, having beem cap- 
tured, he was sure to be killed, that Be 
was surely bound for the happy ahn 
grounds and he might as well 8 


hte chief with him. Yet I, or my 


Indian scout, had told him that he would 
not be harmed if he surrendered then alfa 
there. He did not trust us for he would. 
not have kept his word with me if he hag 
given it in similar circumstances. The 
man who cannot be trusted never trusts. 
Lame Deer was afterwards killed.” 
ONE ADVANTAGE IN FIGHTING IN- 
DIANS. 
“Which would you rather fight, Indians 
or white men?“ 
“Well, when you are fighting Indians 
you know exactly what to expect. If you 
do not whip them they will kill you surely,

They give no quarter. You cannot make 
terms if you surrender. They pay no at- 
tention to the rules of war observed by civ- 
ilized warriors, who will not use poisoned 
arrows or poisoned or explosive bullets. 
The Indians torture and mutilate pris-" 
oners, They will even violate a flag of 
truce. Gen. Conley was killed under a 
flag of truce. I came near being killed un- 
der a flag of truce once when I was hold- 
ing a conference with Sitting Bull. The 
plan was discovered in time by some of” 
our folks and frustrated.” 

Standing on the top of the general's 
desk, in the headquarters in the Pullman 
building was a bronze bust of an Indian. 
When the interview was brought te «@ 
close, I asked the Indian fighter about 
this bust. 5 

“It is a portrait of Kicking Bear, or 
in Siou&, Mta Wanaatarka. He, With 
twenty-three other Indians, was brought 
to Fort Sheridan, Chicago, in 1890. They 
were hostages for the peaceful conduct 
of their people. An artist named Karl 
Rahlf-Smith, who had been commissioned’ 
to make a group in commemoration of old 
Fort Dearborn, asked me for some photo- 
graphs of Indians, from which to Work. 
I told him to come to the fort and model 
from the real thing, which I thought 
would be preferable to photographs. He

did, and the group on the lake front, on 
the site of the old fort, and this portrait 
bust are the result of his work. They 
were modeled in clay, and bave since 
been cast in bronze. This is aa Gi 
cellent portrait of Kicking Bear.“ 

As the general ceased speaking a man 
came to take the measure of the bust, In 
order to pack it for the journey from 
the lake to the seaboard. Everywhere 
about the office were evidenges of the 
approaching transfer.

WEN. MILES THE MAN. 
The portrait which accompanies this 
n an excellent one. It shows the 
1s he is when in uniform. It is 
favorite picture, because the photog- 
dia not retouch the negative, and 
avery line in the face shows, exactly as 
ie, When he is about his office, Gen. 
Miles wears a suit of tweed, or some sim- 
liar fabric of a dark shade, the coat being 
a double-breasted sack. His office here 
was hung with etchings of scenes in the 
Yar West, and in the South during the 
sivil war, and there were drapings of 
Sage, a bust of Phil Sheridan and some 
portraits. 

In his manner Gen. Miles is sometimes 
thought a litle brusque. But,“ accord- 
ing to one who has Known him for sev- 
eral years, intimately, the general's man- 
Wer is no indication of the real man. He 
in the kindest-hearted commander I ever 
knew. He is kind alike to his men, his 
‘animals, and all with whom he comes in 
eontact. He never, when in active service, 
Was known to ask any one else to un- 
@ergo more fatigue than he was willing 
i> undergo or face himself. He never 
Das been known, at the close of a long 
And tiresome march, to look out for his 
Own comfort until he had first looked out 
for that of his men and the feeding and 
housing of his horse. Besides he is as 
brave a man as ever commanded any- 
Where. No one who has ever been with 
Bim has failed to perceive that. And 
dozens of incidents might be recalled 
Which would substantiate this statement. 

"He is also,” this observer adds, a 
Man of great energy, one who never fails 
because he is not willing to work and 
Work hard, too. He was never known, 
‘When assigned to duty in a region new to 
bim, to get his information concerning 
that region from any one else. He al- 

ways gets it himself and to that and his 
indefatigable energy and his knowledge 
Of men he owes his unusual success. Like 
So many other men of similar character- 
istics, Gen. Miles is a diffident man and 
@ sensitive one. It is this very diffidence 
and sensitiveness that operates some- 
times to cause the manner that some 
persons term brusque. 

“There is one quality in his make-up,” 
the general's admirer continued, “that 
should not be overlooked, and that is his 
invariable recognition of merit in a sol- 
Gier of rank or from the ranks, inde- 
pendent of any influence the soldier may 
possess. In this regard he is not like all 
commanders, but it is because of this fact, 
largely, that he is so popular with 
iis officers and men, for they all know 


that with him merit alone counts.“

f Chemical Engine Sites. 
LOCATIONS RECOMMENDED BY FIRE 
COMMISSION. 

The consideration of suftable locations 
for the three new chemical engines re- 
cently purchased for the fire department 
and the kind of houses to be used for 
them was the object of a special meeting 
of the Fire Commission held yesterday 
morning. The prevailing opinion seemed 
to be that the best form of construction 
for the houses would be to have them 
two stories in height. 

The board was in session but a short 
time before it was decided to recommend 
to the City Council that bids be advertised 
for for the renting to the city of engine- 
houses for a term of years, such uses 
to be built in accordance with plany and 
specifications on file with ‘the Süperin- 
tendent of Buildings. The locations rec- 
ommended are as follows: Between Elev- 
enth and Pico streets and between Ver- 
non street and Union avenue; on Central 
avenue between Seventh Twelfth 
streets; and within three blocks of Dow- 
ney and Griffin avenues. ; 


Official Bonds. 
RECOMMENDATIONS TO COUNCIL BY 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The Finance Committee of the City 
Council has prepared the following report 

for presentation to that body: 

In the matter of the official bonds filed 
by the officers elect, we have carefully 
examined the same and checked them 
with the assessment rolls of the county. 
The charter provides that each oel: 


_bond shall be executed by two or moe 


sureties, who shall be owners of real «4- 
tate within the city or county valued over 
and above all incumbrances upon the last 
city or county assessment roll at not less 
than the aggregate amount for which 
he becomes responsible upon such official 
bonds. We find that in a number of 
cases the bonds do not comply with this 
provision of the city charter, and while 
we believe that the sureties are responsible 
for the amount for which they bind them- 
selves, yet this provision of the charter 
should be strictly complied wich. 

“We ‘therefore recommend ‘that the 
City Clerk-elect be instructed to file an 
additional bond with sureties in the sum 
of .$2500. 

“That the City Auditor-elect be in- 
structed to file an additional bond with 
sureties in the sum of $20,000. 

That the City Tax and License Collec- 
tor-elect be instructed to file an addi- 
tional bond with sureties in the sum of 
$105,000. 

“That the City Treasurer-elect be in- 
structed to file an additional bond with 
sureties in the sum of $11,500. 

“That the Street Superintendent-elect be 
‘instructed to file an additional bond in 
‘the sum of $5000. 

“That the City Bingineer-elect be in- 
structed to file an additional bond in the 
sum of $7000. 

“In the matter of bonds filed by the 
Boiler Inspector and by the Members of 
the Board of Engineers, recommend that 
the Boiler Inspector be instructed to file 
an additional bond in the sum of $1500. 
And that Charles P. Bockins, member of 
the Board of Engineers, be instructed to 
file an additional bond in the sum of 


We have carefully examined the report 
of the City Tax and License Collector, 
on the collection of the first half of de-

The Courts. 
SCOTT CONVICTED OF GRAND LAR- 
CENY. 

William E. Scott, a surly-looking youth, 
about 25 years of age, appeared before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 
One, yesterday, to answer to the charge 
of grand larceny, and was convicted in 
short order. 

The circumstances surrounding the case 
were of a particularly revolting nature, 
and tend to show to what depths a man 
may sink. | 

On the evening of Saturday, Se 
22 last, Mrs. Lillian M. Johnson was taken 
suddenly Hl upon Spring street, near the 
corner of Third street, and fell to the 
sidewalk, bleeding profusely from the 
nose and mouth. Several people rushed 
to her assistance, but the first to reach her 
side were Mra. W. G. Adams, the wife 
of an insurance agent, and a youth named 
Henry Hanson, Who was walking with 
Scott at the time. They assisted Mrs. 


| ‘patient, who died a few minutes 


carrying her into the back room, laid her 
upon a table. While the clerk in charge 
of the store was telephoning for a doc- 
tor Hanson bathed Mrs. Johnson's face, 
and Mrs. Adams endeavored to relieve her 
by 1 ning her clothing. She was s0 
nervous, however, that she could not do 
so, adhd the defendant, Scott, stepped up 
from behind and offered to assist her. 
His first act was to cut the girdle from 
Mrs. Johnson's waist, and, taking advan- 
tage of the excitement, to slip a gold 
7 and chain from it into his pocket. 

Shortly afterward the doctor arrived, but 
he was unable to do anything for the 
later. 
Meantime, Scott endeavored to distract at- 
tention by inquiring for the lady’s watch, 
but. as no one had seen it when Mrs. 
Johnson was carried into the store, no 
close investigation was made at the time. 
The matter was, however, reported to 
Detective Goodman, with the result that it 
was learned that Scott had pawned the 
watch for $7.50 at Solomon’s, next day, 
and given the chain to a French courte- 
ean on Alameda street. 

Scott claimed that when Mrs. Johnson 
was picked up on Spring street he found 
the watch on the sidewalk, and quietly 
stooped down and placed it in his pocket 
unobserved. As he had told Hanson, after 
the ead affair was over, that he was a 
fool for not having sneaked some of the 
dead woman's jewelry, however, the jury 
discredited his story, and convicted him 
in less than ten minutes.

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THE CULVERT. 


The West-bound Sunset Lim- 
ited Wrecked, 


The Train Ditched at the Little Sta- 
tion of Ochao, in 
Arizona. 


f'wo Pullmans Destroyed by Fire and 
One Badly Damaged—None of 


the Passengers or Train- 
men Injured. 


Some alarm was felt yesterday after- 
hoon dy those people having friends on 
the Southern Pacific west-bound Sun- 
dot limited passenger train, by the rumor 
that an accident had befallen it in South- 
eastern Arizona in the morning. Later re- 
ports wore to the effect that none of the 
passengers or trainmen had been injured, 
but it was not until last evening that an 
authentic account of the disaster came to 
hand. 

The train is No. 1000 on the schedule, 
end was due at Los Angeles at 8:10 o'clock 
Jast night. The accident, by which two 
sleepers have been utterly destroyed, but, 
fortunately with no further damage of im- 
portance being done, occurred at a small 
place named Ochoa, about fifteen miles 
from Benson. It is merely a passing track, 
and fs not a station in any sense of the 
word. At this paint there is a large cul- 
vert which serves the purpose of carrying 
off the winter rains, and by some unknown 
means the timbers becanſe ignited, and 
smouldered to such an extent that the 
little bridge became weak and unable to 
stand any strain. The track-walker e 
amined it and found it all right at 2:15, 
and as the train is supposed to have come 
to grief about 3:30, the time during which 
the incendiaries—tramps, it is supposed— 
got in their work was very short. Just 
below the culvert there is a cut, so that 
the engineer of the train could not pos- 
sibly see the smoking timbers until on 
the point of crossing. The engine passed 
over in safety, and the composite car im- 
mediately following d over also, but 
„ by the culvert giving way it was thrown 
over on ts side. As the next sleeper 
passed over the head trucks dropped down 
into the culvert, and the sudden wrench 
threw the following sleepers off the track. 

The sleeping car sunk in the culvert 
caught fire from the bridge timbers, and 
Was soon in flames. The fire spread to the 
next one, and there being no means a’: 
hand to extinguish the conflagration, both 
‘cars were irredeemably destroyed. The 
‘composite car was badly blistered, but 
with a little paint and varnish it can, be 
made as good as new.

Meantime the passengers in the several 
cars were, as might naturally be supposed, 
badly frightened, but by a most extraor- 
dinary combination of favorable circum- 
stances, no one suffered any injury what- 
ever save the conductor, and in his case 
his hands are only bruised. 

A wrecking train with several medical 
men on board was dispatched fram Tucson 
immediately upon news of the disaster 
reaching that point. As has been stated, 
medical services were not required, but with 
all speed the bridge was rebuilt, the pas- 
Sengers transferred to other Pullmans 

rom Tucson, and the journey was 
resumed in time to permit the arrival in 
this city of the belated travelers at 8 
o'clock this morning. 

‘Each of the sleepers destroyed cost to 
build in the neighborhood of $10,000, and 
with the burned bridge and incidental de- 
struction wrought the total damage will 
aggregate about $25,000. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


An Asioo'ated Press diepatch gives the 
following details: 

TUCSON (Afiz.,) Dec. 29.—The west- 
bound Sunset lim‘ted, No. 1000, was 
wrecked this morning at 6:45 o'clock, in 
Dragoon Mcuptains, about sixty miles east 
of here. The accident occurred near Ochoa 
station, and was due to a burning bridge. 
The train was made up of five cars, and 
carried a large number of passengers. 
Attached was a private car, Cleopatra, 
on which were Mrs. Emery and party, en 
route from New Ycrk to Pasadena. Dra- 
goon station was left an hour behind time, 
and, as he road from there is down hill, 
pretty fast time was made. There are 
Many curves, and the line for some little 
distance is the worst in the Territory. 

As the engine shot around the curve 
near Ochoa ation, the engineer and fire- 
man were horrified to see the bridge 
S@head in flames. To stop was impossible 
and the train dashed on. The engine 

eared the burning structure and then 
left the rails, bringing the train to a 
Sstantcill so suddenly that the. sleeping 
Passengers were most of them thrown out 
of their berths. The train had little more 
than stopped before the bridge gave way 
under the wight of the two heavy sleep- 
ers that were partly on it. In a few min- 
utes these coaches were in flames and the 
pasengers had no easy time escaping. 
Many of them left valuables behind which 
Were destroyed. There was no water with 
which to extinguish the flames and all 
that the passengers could do was to stand 
and watch the fire eating up the costly 
sleepers and part of the compartment car 
in which were the library, barber-shop, 
ete. The distance to the nearest station 
Was seven miles and one of the train 
crew walked to that point to send word to 
this city for the wrecking train. The road 
was cleared so the train passed through 
Tucson at 5:45 tonight. . 

One of the passengers said to a reporter: 
“I was awakened just a moment before 
the train came to a signdstill, and was 
thrown against the side of the car with

An English Decision of Interest. to 
Galifornia Mining Men. 

About two months ago the English 
courts decided against the validity of the 
patent granted to McArthur, Forest & | 
Morton, in 1887, for extracting. gold by 
what is ordinarily known as the cyanide | 
process. The contention of the leading 
authorities in this country that the process 
was an old one, in vogue as far back as 
1843, was then established as true, and 
mining men in Southern California are 
looking around to see if the decision of 
the English courts cannot be turned to 
account here. 

‘They express the utmost confidence in 
the English ruling being sustained in 
the United States, if it is ever brought to 
trial, but the question is who is to take 
the initiative? When the McArthur-For- 
rest process was first introduced in Cali- 
fornia, the firm erected two plants, one 
at The Needles and the other in Shasta 
county, for the purpose of working tribute 
ore, but the success has been indifferent. 
At various points throughout the State, 
however, mining companies have put in 
cyanide plants, with excellent results, the 
percentage of gold saved being far in ex- 
cess of that obtained by other methods. 
While the plant is extremely simple and 
inexpensive, the royalties have amounted 
to quite an important sum, and it is to 
break down this tax that mining men are 
now 

It is in uth Africa, however, that 
the full effect of the English court's de- 
cizion will be most felt. The peculiarity 
of the conglomerate formation is such as 
to make the cynanide process of immense 
benefit, particularly in working over the 
tens of thousands of tons of tailings ac- 
cumulated on the dump. At the Robinson 
Company’s mines, as well as at other 
of the properties belonging to the power- 
ful corporations, large plants have been 
put in, and these will now be worked 
without paying any royalty to the Mc- 
Arthur-Forrest Company. 


THEY ROASTED RITCH:

AN ATTEMPT TO BULLDOZE A 
POLICE OFFICER. | 


the Part of the Shafer Broth- 
ers—A Very Queer Piece - 
of Business.

What looks very much like a deliberate 
attempt to bulldoze a police officer out of 
doing his duty has been developed and it 
makes it look bad for the two Shafer 
brothers, who own, or at least, have 
charge of certain property on Alameda 
streets, used for ‘‘crib’’ purposes. 

On the afternoon of December 21 Police 
Officer Ritch was walking his beat, which 
extends along Alameda street from First 
to Marchessault. While so doing two 
men drove up in a buggy and,.in course 
of conversation, informed him they were 
the Shafer brothers and had charge of 
the renting of the property on the east 
side of Alameda street, between Aliso 
and Marchessault, where it is occupied 
by “oribs.”’ 

Without much introduction, the two 
brothers, one speaking and the other re- 
iterating, said to Ritch that complaints 
had come to them that he handled men 
roughly when they were going about the 
“‘cribs’’ and had been very abusive to 
them. It had also been complained of him 
that he had chased men away from the 
rear of the “cribs” and had driven their 
(the Shafers’s) agent away from about 
those places. This man, they said, was 
there to take care of their property and 
must not be interfered with. 

Continuing and srowing very abusive 
in their language toward Ritch, they said 
they wanted him to distinctly understand 
this must not occur again. They had in- 
fluence enough to have him taken di- 
rectly off the force and would use it if 
he persisted in the treatment he had 
administered to the men visiting the 
Piaces on their property. It was their 
land and they wanted him to know he 
must not trespass on it. 

Their language toward the officer finally 
became so insulting and overbearing that 
he informed them they must desist, or he 
would place them both under arrest for 
disturbing the peace. 

Seeing the officer evidently. intended to 
do.as he said he would, they changed 
the tone of their remarks, and one of 
them said they had better go no further, 
and, in fact, had gone too far already. 
They then drove off. . 

The following day one of them went 
to Officer Ritch and apologized for what 
they had said to bim. He begged Ritch's 
pardon, and also asked him to forget what 
had been said. a

brothers, it having come into possession of 
their wives through inheritance.

HUMAN ACHIEVEMENT. 


Modern civilization is aggressive, 
and is not content to remain forever 


‘ alongside the old landmarks. Progress 


is an clement of its life. Every day 
brings its new suggestion of experi- 
ment, and of fresh possibilities of 
achievement. To this may be attrib- 
uted the restleseness of the age, and 
the constant outreaching after some- 
thing that shall contribute more largely 
to our social and business life, to the 
facilities for travel and our larger 
comfort and knowledge. 

We need not be surprised at any

A recently broached idea is the con- 
struction of a railway between Amer: 
len and Europe. The suggestion is an 
outgrowth of the fact that the Russian 
government has undertaken the build- 
ing of the great Siberian railway and 
haw pasbed it with such rapidity and 
energy that the whole line will doubt- 
less be con pleted as early as 1901 in- 
stead of 1904 as was at first an- 
nounced. The line which crosses Si- 
beria, and so the entire northern half 
of Asia, and traverses the Ural range 
at its southern extremity, leads from 
Viadivostock, the Russian naval sta- 
tion on the Pacific, to Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, and so on to Germany. 
This fact has set the inventive Amer- 
ican to thinking that, with the help of 
the Trans-Siberian Railway, a direct, 
al-raiftme from Europe to America 
is by no means an impossible under- 
taking. But to bring this about a 
new road must be built from Chicago 
to Alaska, forming continuation of 
existing lines from New York to Chi- 
cago. There would then, under these 
conditions, be railway communication 
from New York to Alaska, and from 
Viadivostock to St. Petersburg, and 
there would remain only the stretch 
from Alaska to Viadivostock, includ- 
ing the waters of the Bering Strait, 
which has in the narrowest place froin 
the Alaskan main to the nearest of the 
Diomede Islands a breadth of only 
ut fifteen miles; and from another 
d of the same group to the Sibe 
Ham shore the channel is about the 
game distance across. There the pro- 
jected road would cross from continent 
to continent. But as Bering Strait is 
blocked with ice during the long win- 
ter months, the crossing by ferry 
would frequently be interrupted, so 
there would be no alternative left but 
to bridge the strait or build a tunnel 
under its waters. This done, and 
some morning in the future we may 
bear the cry here in Los Angeles, “All 
aboard for Europe! Through train to 
Chicago, Alaska, St. Petersburg, (via 
Bering Straits,) Berljn, Paris or Lon- 
don! No change of cars, and a quick 
trip to any European capital!’ This 
would be music in the ears of many 
to whom the ocean voyage is such a 
nightmare of dread, and “going 
abroad“ would cease to be the bug- 
bear it now is with many, even among 


__ those who are accustomed to travel. 


In addition to this, also, the world's 
different civilizations would much 
more rapidly commingle, and the vari- 
ous marks which now distinguish them 
would dually disappear.

“Then in the matter of getting goods 
from the East. Our merchants are 
buying more and more ‘stock back 
there every year. But the Southern 
Pacific’s discriminative rates place a 
big handicap on our dealers. The game 
is to make them trade in San Fran- 
cisco. This, too, is what the Traffic 
Association is driving at. We saw a 
letter from Mr. Leeds a few days ago, 
and the whole tenor of it was that the 
road should be built from San Fran- 
cisco so as to stimulate trade in that 
unprogressive city. The people of this 
valley have paid many millions al- 
ready into the hands of the toll-gath- 
erers down on the bay, and not a 
penny of it has ever returned to help 
any enterprise here. It will now be a 
mistaken policy to strengthen the fet- 
ters that bind our own hands. We 
should shun the monopoly of San Fran- 
cisco toll-gatherers as we would the 
monopoly of the Southern Pacific, or 
any er railroad. 

“But there is another important and 
weighty reason why the road should 
come from the south. That lies in the 
greater amount of productive country 
that would thus be made cultivable. 
From Bakersfield to Los Angeles the 
road would traverse valley after val- 
ley of rich soil, a dance of water 
and excellent climate; valleys that are 
now so far from rail that they can do lit- 
tle or nothing but raise stock. They 
are susceptible of being cultivated to 
grain, hay and fruits, while the adja-

It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent that the Democratic statesmen 
of the Fifty-third Congress are incap- 
able of dealing wisely with this great 
issue, and the appointment of a com- 
mission of experts would surely be bet- 
ter than the tinketing and dawdling 
of Carlisle, Springer, et al. But there 
is no certainty that the conclusions 
of such a commission, however wise, 
would be accepted by the majority of 
the present Congress. Moreover, the 

creation of a commission of the kind 
proposed would be a tacit confession 
of incompetency on the part of the 
Democratic statesmen—a confession 
which they are not likely to make wil- 
lingly. 

The course of manifest wisdom 
would be for the present Democratic 
Congress: to leave the currency ques- 
tion where it is, for the present, and 
attend to minor matters of legislation 
with which it is competent to deal. In 
nbout two months the life of the 
Fifty-third Congress will be  termi- 
nated, and that time is brief enough 
for disposing of the minor’ legislation 
referred to. If the Democratic, states-

failure of that party to make some 
earnest’ effort to improve upon the 
present immigration laws would be a 
confession of insincerity or incompe- 
tency, or both. 

There are many other practical is- 
sues which might properly engage the 
attention of the present Congress, dur- 
ing the two remaining months of its 
gxistence. But it should leave the 
currency question to the incoming Re- 
publican Congress, which will no doubt 
deal with it wisely and promptly. If 
necessary, a special session of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress might be called, 
to meet soon after the 4th of 
March, for the purpose of considering 
and acting upon this important issue. 


It the Royalist faction in Hawaii, by 
intriguing with Great Britain or some 
other of the great powers, should suc- 
ceed in overthrowing the republic, the 
blame for so calamitous a result would 
rest chiefly with Grover Cleveland and 
Walter Q. Gresham.

If Cleveland 
should permit the consummation of 
such an undertaking, it would be the 
stupidest of his many stupid blunders. 


Lord Wolseley recently voiced a sen- 
timent which is just now taking a firm 
hold of the English mind, and at the 
same time he paid a high compliment 
to Japanese intelligence and prowess. 
He said: “If forty million Englishmen 
can hold and govern two hundred mil- 
lion Indians from a distance of thou- 
sands of miles, forty million Japanese 
can certainly hold and govern China, 
which lies almost within sight of Ja- 
pan.“ Lord Wolseley is manifestly 
correct in this proposition, and it be- 
gins to look very much as if Japan 
might insist upon taking a hand in the 
future government of China, instead 
of merely contenting herself with a 
large indemnity.

It Hews not Been Sacked and De- 
stroyed by Brigands. 

Sotr time ago a story from Peru, tele- 
graphed from Panama, declared that 
briguinds had sacked and destroyed the 
Harvard College Observatory at Arequipa, 
carrying off the costly instruments, etc. 
C. F. Lummis yesterday received a letter 
from Prof. Solon I. Bailey, in charge of 
the Arequipa observatory. Prof. Bailey is 
the dauntless scientist who planted a me- 
teorological station on the summit of the 


' volcano Misti, 19,300 feet above the sea 


the highest building on the globe. He 
writes that this lofty hut, and not the 
fine stone buildings of the observatory in 
Arquipa, was broken open. The instru- 
ments were disturbed and part of them 
stolen. It was‘a trifling affair, compared 
to the report—simply a piece of vandal- 
ism upon a lonely little hut, twenty miles 
from any town, and not an attack upon an 
establishment oecupied by Americans. 
Prof. Bailey writes: “The tion was 
promptly restored to running order, and 
I hope that it will not be disturbed again. 
The government, both local and national, 
has taken steps to catch the thieves; and, 
considering the desperate state of affairs 
politically, has really taken great inter- 
est in the matter. . Things are cer- 
tainly very bad in Peru.
